If an order calls for 
packets or ounces only, we send by mail or 
express, charges prepaid at our expense, 
this however is the only exception. 

If you send too much money we will re- 
fund the difference, or omit some articles 
if not enough. 

We will, if requested, ship goods by 
freight in our own name and collect the 
bill through your banker, if sufficient 
money issentus with the order to cover 
the freight charges. 

Be sure to give us the name and location 
of your bank. 

To those unacquainted with us we refer 
to any citizen of Chicago, or any bank in 
the United States, and, by permission, to 
the First National Bank of Chicago.

Special Seed Rates 


By Mail in packages not exceeding 4 
lbs., the postage is one cent for two ounces 
or 8 cents per pound. 

By Express—Special Prepaid, in pack- 
ages not exceeding 4 lbs., practically the 
same as by mail except that no shipment 
is made for less than 10 cents for each com- 
pany handling the shipment and on pack- 
ages ranging from 22 ounces to 4 lbs. a re- 
duction is made on the total amount that 
would be required for postage of two cents. 
To secure this rate charges must be pre- 
paid and packages must be limited to 4 
pounds in weight. 

By Express—Special Pound Rates are 
charged by all express companies on pack- 
ages of seeds weighing over 4 pounds, ex- 
cept in instances where the regular gradu- 
ated rate is lower than the minimum 
charge of 35 cents. 

For Example: The regular merchan- 
dise rate by express to Fargo, N. D., is 
$4.00 per 100 1bs, The graduated table of ex- 
press rates on page 4of our No. 74Catalogue 
will show the charge for 10 lbs. of mer- 
chandise would be $1.00. Seeds weighing 
10 lbs. can be sent by pound rates for 40 
cents. By referring to the table of freight 
and express rates on pages 10 and 11 you 
will find the merchandise rate to Joliet, 
Tll., is 50 cents for 100 lbs. and 10 lbs. of 
regular merchandise under the graduated 
rate would go for 30 cents—consequently 
as the regular charge would be less than 
the minimum charge of 35 cents under the 
pound rate, the merchandise rate would 
apply.

Garden Seed. Unless otherwise stated we do not sell a 
smaller quantity of vegetable seed than an ounce. Ounce prices 
apply on all quantities less than quarter pounds. Quarter pound 
prices apply on all quantities weighing quarter pound or less than 
half pounds. Pound prices apply on all quantities weighing half 
pound or over. Unless otherwise stated our pound prices are the 
lowest for any quantity. 

Beans, Peas and Sweet Corn are sold by measure, and 
unless stated otherwise a pint is the smallest order we will fill. 
Quart prices apply on one, two and three quart quantities. Peck 
prices on quantities four quarts and over and less than half a bushel. 
Bushel prices are the lowest and apply on all quantities of a half 
bushel or over. 

Field Seed. One pound is the smallest order on all except 
where only price per bushel is given; in such cases a peck is the 
smallest quantity and filled at bushel prices. Pound prices apply 
on all less than ro lbs., 10 lb. prices apply on all less than 50 lbs., 
50 lbs and over go at 100 Ib. price.
